A. Caſtle-Cuff, "Major Wood, who is Cariſoned at Yonnimelick. on the 
Fourth of May went out with a Party of 300 Foot, Derachedout of Colonel 
Lloy is, and Lord George Hamilton's Regiments, and 50 Horſe of Colonel 
Byerly's Regiment, the Rapperies, upon their approach, took the Bog : Ma- 
jor Wood divided his Foot into ſeveral Parties to fcoure che Wogds and Bogs; 
and he, with his Horſe, ſecured the Skirts of the Bog to prevent theireſcape, 
By his means they killed 70 Rapperies, and brought off aconfiderable Prey 
of Carre), and having with his Horſe advanced uponthe Togher of Mallyhoxe, 
on CaftleeC «f hide of the Kiver, and from thence ſent the Cattel homewards, 
under a guard of 30 Foot, and was returning with the reft of the Party, 
when he diſcovered two Bodies of the late Kings Army, each computed to 
be 400 Men, coming on our Party, as they ſuppoſed privazel between the 
Wood and the Mouncain ; z but perceiving we eſpied them,: they Beat their 
Drums, The Major drew up bis Party in a : Plow'd Field,and Was ready to re= 
ceive them, having then with him bur 110 Foot, & 34. H orſe, the reſt being 
a Rapperee- Hunting | in the Woods : The Enemies Granadiers came over the 
Hedges rowards us, but perceiving our Meaftand firm, adyanced no further. 
Their firſt Body wereall this while making cowargs the Wood, which the 
Major perceiving, and ſuppoſing his Men, who were guarging the Prey, 
were not yetgot.clear of the Wood, and might there be expoſed to their 
Numbers marched his Horſe 2nd Foot through: ;the Bog; which as ſoon as 
he had paſſed, he underſtoo!? by their Shooting, they were really engaged,and 
bravely maintained the Fight, under the Command of Lieutenant. BU, .g= 
oainft the great Body, By this rime the continual KG oo he El two 
Parties of ours of abour 49 Vieneach, rhe. qpe « commanded b Pain DIAne, - 
and Enſign Ruſſel, the other by Major Rider, and Lieuten: * Farton, Ad- 
jucantto the Lord George Familtox's Regiment, Major W/ood commanded 
both Parcies ro march on euch fidethe River, which was but ſhallow, and 
himſelt with the Horſe marched near the River betwixt both Par ties:Coming 
near the Enemy, the Major, thitking the Horſe might do moſt TT in 
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falling upon their Rear, immediately Gallopt ( fetching alittle compaſs ) 
to doſog the Enemy perceiving his Deſign, (and being hard enough prefled 
by our Foot ) began to makean orderly Retreat z which the Major ſeeing, 
fell iminediately on their Flank, which put them firſt into great Confuſion, 
and {ooh after to a perfect flight : The Major then with ſome Horſe,Gallop'd -. 
to ſtop them, which he did effeQually, and the Foot fo well ſeconded him 
inthe Rear, that they killed and took Priſoners the Perſonsin the annexed 
Lift y and this, to Admiration, with the loſs only of one private Man, and 
two others wounded. 

There were killed and taken Priſoners in this Aion, the Perſons fol! 
lowings Yis, He
